FIGURES DON'T LIE

In Showing the Phenomenal Busi-
ness Expansion of Pittsburg.

ONLY FIVE CITIES AHEAD OF HER.

Home Securities Brace Up a Trifie, but
Petrolenm Btill in Bad Odor,

THE NEWE AKD GOSSIP OF THE CITY

Pericles being asked by a rival what good
he had been to Athens, pointed to the mag-
nificent buildings which had been erected
during his administration as the answer.
A lawyer visited a client who had been
jailed for a trivial offense and told him they
couldn't deprive him of his liberty for such
» misdemesnor ss he had been guilty of.
“But they have,” he replied. *“What I
want you to dois to get me out” Cold facts
cannot be set aside.

The claim that Pittsburg is increasing in
business at & msarvelous rate is supported by
figures which cannot be refuted. They are of-
ficial and relisble, They have not been cooked
to deceive the public and bolster up local pride,
but present the situntion as it is. Take last
week's reports of the clearing houses of the
country. Pittsburg, although unjustly ranking
thirteenth or fourteenth in population, I8 sixth
in the amonnt of bank exchanges, being ahead
of Ban Francisco, Baltiinore and Cincinnati, and
only $4,000,000 behing St. Louis. This is all the
more remarkable from the fact that each of
those cities Is a speculative center, while Pitts-
burg depends altogether upon solid business,
checking on speculative account amounting
probably to less than $1,000 a day.

The volume of business transacted In 1889 was
tho largest in the history ol the ecity to that
tine. It was a year of great and profitable
activity. Bank exchanges wore nearly $100,000,-
000 greater than those for 1888, This was grati-
fyving and eocouraging. Croakers ceasea to
croak, and admitted that Pittsburg was quite a
business place, But this splendid rocord will
be combletely eclipsed this good year of grace,
1800, Tbe gain in exchanges for the first halfl
of the year 18 within $25 000,000 of the total gain
of 1889 over 1888, With the same ratic main-
tained—and it is more likely to increase than
diminish, as the fall dnd winter trade promises
to be large—the gain of 1880 over 1880 will ap-
proximate $200,000.000. The gain last month
over the corresponding period in 1889 was §17.-
000,000 in round pmmbers. The heaviest trans-
actions in 1880 were in October, one of the best
months of the year, $04,240,785 85—less than
$100,000 in excess of those for the month just
expired, which is usually regarded as one of the
dullest.

This growth s not spasmoaic or ephemeral;
1t has been steadily ouward and upward fora
decade or more, and is the legitimate outcome
of conditions peenliar to Pitisburg, and which
will make her futore still more prosperous
than her past has been. No city offers equal
inducements to capitalists to engage 1u any of
the great activities of the times. There are no
indications of a balt in the forward movement.
